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FIRE TAKES VALUABLE MINNESOTA RECORDS 

The medical records of the now defunct Rochester State 
Hospital were totally destroyed by fire in St. Peter, Minnesota. 

The records were being stored in the St. Peter Regional Treat¬ 
ment center since the closing of the Rochester State Hospital 
in 1981. These records reportedly contained all the information 
on every patient ever admitted to the Rochester State Hospital. 

Some time ago I had the opportunity to receive my grandfather's 
records and a picture of him from the records when they were still 
in Rochester. They were most informative and helpful. He had died 
in Hastings but was a patient at Rochester from August 1916 to 
February 1918. Now I have xerox copies and the originals are gone. 

Perhaps we should all be more diligent to press for better 
and safer preservation of records. Shouldn't these records have 
been in the process of being transferred to the Minnesota Archives?

Additional material may be found in the "Kenyon Leader" which 
dates from Jan 14, 1886 thru 1897. These dates cover the first 

volumes. The "Waterville Advance" carried a Morristown news 
section and may be of help to some. It was published in the 1880's. 

Early newspaper editors were quick to glean material from 
other newspapers that they had access to. This was true if they 
felt it was of interest to their readers. Sometimes when we are 
searching for an obituary or a special notice we shouldvi/finding - tr y 
a death notice in the newspaper where the deceased person's 
children or siblings lived.
